OF MASSACHUSETTS 
1962-1963 
ELECTION AND COMMISSIONING OF OFFICERS 


June Day 1962 saw the Company entering the 325th consecutive 
year of its existence, it having been chartered by the colonial 
governor in 1638. The details of this June Day are printed in 
the preceding Annual Record and will not be duplicated here. 
Although the events occurring in this year are still fresh in our 
memories, nevertheless the reciting of the more important hap- 
penings are for the information of future generations who will 
read this record. The most significant and potentially dangerous 
occurrence that affected the United States came on 22 October 
1962 when President John F. Kennedy (who, incidentally, had 
been a regular member of this Company since 1950) advised the 
people of the United States of the presence on Cuban soil of 
Soviet missiles aimed directly at the principal cities on the 
eastern seaboard of the United States. On that day the President 
demanded that the Soviet Union remove their missiles and their 
army technicians manning them from Cuban soil. The firmness 
with which the President made this demand was respected by 
the Soviet Union and within a very short time our observation 
planes and our naval ships, which had imposed an embargo on 
the island of Cuba, observed that the missiles were being removed 
and sent back to Russia. The President was successful in his 
demands only because he backed them up by dispatching sizable 
naval units to the Caribbean and by bringing Army and Air 
Force detachments from all points of the United States to Florida 
staging areas ready for an invasion of Cuba if it became necessary. 
Fortunately, this was not needed and what could have been the 
spark that would have set off an explosive war between Cuba and 
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its ally, the Soviet Union, on the one hand and the United States 
on the other was averted. 


During the year 1962 many other momentous happenings oc- 
curred. Great strides were made in space exploration by the 
Soviet Union and the United States. The Soviets sent two men 
into orbit in August, one making 64 orbits of the earth and the 
other 48. Later in the year our astronaut, Colonel Walter M. 
Schirra, orbited the earth six times. The fact that the Russians 
orbited so many more times than did our astronauts proved 
nothing other than that it is possible to keep a satellite in orbit 
for just as long as those operating it want to do so. The United 
States contributed to space exploration and achievements the 
“Telestar” satellite which relays television pictures across the 
Atlantic instantaneously and also sent a space prober “Mariner II” 
to the vicinity of the planet Venus, which flight took 109 days. 


The year 1962 showed the continuing efforts of our Negro 
citizens to obtain recognition throughout the South. One Negro 
sought admission to the University of Mississippi and was ad- 
mitted only because over 100 United States marshals escorted 
him there and protected him. In the riot that ensued, two per- 
sons were killed and the riot was quelled only by the appearance 
of 3,000 United States soldiers sent to the University on orders 
of the President. 


On the opposite side of the unhappy picture, Pope John XXIII 
inaugurated the 21st Ecumenical Council, on the agenda of which 
was the proposal for further strengthening of the bonds between 
the Catholic Church and the various other religions of the world. 


Other matters to be discussed were some of the basic principles 
of the Catholic Church to determine whether or not they were in 
line with historical developments up to this date. Before this 
Council was adjourned prior to Pope John’s death on June Day 
of 1968, great strides were made in the lessening of areas of dis- 
sension between the Catholic and Protestant religions. His work 
is still continuing. 
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November, 1962 was a notable month in several respects. It saw 
Governor Volpe, our Commander-in-Chief, being defeated by 
Endicott Peabody for Governor, who thereupon became our 
Commander-in-Chief for the ensuing two years. Edward M. Ken- 
nedy, the younger brother of the President, was elected to be 
United States Senator from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
and on the following day Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, the widow of 
the former President, died. Our comrade, Christian A. Herter, 
former United States Secretary of State and a Republican, was 
named by President Kennedy to be the Special Representative 
of the United States for Trade Negotiations with other countries. 
The first half of 1963 saw President DeGaulle, of France, emerg- 
ing as the strongman of Europe and vetoing Great Britain’s 
entry into the Europe Common Market which caused a great 
deal of discussion among the European members and consterna- 
tion not only in England but in the United States. Sir Winston 
Churchill was named by Congress as an honorary citizen of the 
United States and the following day one of the greatest tragedies 
in United States naval history occurred with the sinking of the 
nuclear submarine Thresher in the Atlantic, 220 miles due east 
of Boston, with the loss of 129 men. For several months efforts 


were made to locate and raise the Thresher but proved to be 
futile. 


Our good neighbors to the North in Canada held an election 
wherein the Liberal Party headed by Pearson defeated the Con- 
servative Party headed by Diefenbacker. The election of Prime 
Minister Pearson was welcomed by our Government as being in 
line with President Kennedy’s foreign policies. 


To help us celebrate the 825th Anniversary of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, Their Royal 
Highnesses, Prince Knud and Princess Caroline Mathilde, accom- 
panied by the Honorable Oliver Sandberg (the King’s hunts- 
master and President of the Danish Brothers of Defense) and 
Mrs. Sandberg, came from Denmark. They were welcomed by the 
Company in exercises that will be described elsewhere in this 
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record. We were also honored by the attendance of Count Knuth- 
Winterfeldt, the Danish Ambassador to the United States, and 
Ambassador Viggo Jensen, Danish General Counsel in New York.

Lr. Cot. V. Jacozson: May I be allowed to thank the An- 
cient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts for 
this toast addressed to Denmark, to my country. 


Denmark is one of the oldest kingdoms in the world, per- 
haps the oldest one. More than a thousand years ago, the Danish 
people were united in one kingdom. Since then, many things 
have happened in the world. Kingdoms have foundered; new 
states have been formed. But Denmark is still today, as a thou- 
sand years ago, existing as a kingdom, a fact that we Danes are 
very proud of. (Applause.) 


Denmark is today a small country. To be a small country 
may be a dangerous thing. But we trust in our friends of the 
Western world, among which the United States is one of our best. 
(Applause.) 


Today, many Danes are citizens of the United States and 
I am sure that they are good and loyal American citizens. (Ap- 
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plause.) But at the same time, I know that they are devoted to 
their old country, Denmark. This fact links our two countries 
together. 


As some of you probably know, the Fourth of July here in 
Denmark is celebrated at a place called Rebild Park in the 
northern part of Jutland. This celebration this year, took place 
for the fiftieth time. More than 50,000 Danes and Americans 
were present in the beautiful heather hills where our flag and 
the stars and stripes waved side by side. (Applause.) 


I take this as proof of the close friendship between the old 
and small Kingdom of Denmark and the new and powerful 
Republic of the United States. 


It is therefore a great pleasure to us that this Company this 
year did visit Denmark. And I thank the Company and all 
members of the Company for the toast presented to Denmark. 
(Applause.) 


Caprain Kineston: Gentlemen, give your attention to the 
Adjutant.

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I am very proud tonight as an American citizen to respond 
to the toast to the United States of America, a country concerned 
today, as it has been throughout its history, as President Kennedy 
has said, not with the balance of power, but with the world of 
law, a world in which the strong are just, the weak are secure 
and peace is preserved. 


And I think tonight, as we are here, of the spirit of the 
United States, a spirit that seeks not to build temples to the 
past, but to chart an unknown future, a spirit that thinks in 
terms of life and not death, of hope and not fear, a spirit which 
sends a Peace Corps around the world—yes, and the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, also—and welcomes to our shores 
the peoples of other lands, a spirit that is determined to explore 
space and to expunge poverty, and a spirit, gentlemen, that is 
determined to strike down racism, just as it was struck down 
earlier today in the State of Mississippi, a spirit that is deter- 
mined to lift up enlightenment, the spirit of inquiry, the spirit 
to seek and the spirit to pursue relentlessly the good life for all, 
a spirit that has been embedded deep in American history since 
the founding of our country. 


And if I am proud to be here tonight as an American citi- 
zen, I am even prouder to be the Ambassador of the United 
States to the Kingdom of Denmark, a nation which values the 
eternal quest for justice as much as any nation in this world. 
We have a great deal to learn from Denmark in our country. 
We have much to learn from its strong cooperative movement, 
from its strong free labor movement, from its prescription for 
prosperity, from its laws of social legislation, which are a model 
for all the world, from its views of human rights, from its concern 
for human needs, all, I must say, which are part and parcel of 
the sustained effort of this country to achieve for everyone a 
new level of human dignity and peace. 


And I hope I may be pardoned if I just say one word about 
the extraordinary courtesy and hospitality of our Danish friends 
to all of you this evening, and particularly to you, Your Royal 
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Highness, for the great honor you have done us by being here 
this evening, and certainly to Oliver Sandberg and Danish Broth- 
erhood of Defense, which have done so much, which I am sure 
have spent more time at the airport than any group in a similar 
period in history. (Laughter and applause.) 


And now, just one final word to the members of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company. You are very welcome in 
Denmark and here in Copenhagen, and your presence here this 
week I think bespeaks the conviction of our country that, in the 
last analysis, the great hope for peace and freedom lies in the 
unity of the North Atlantic Community of Nations. Your pres- 
ence also bespeaks the ancient ties of comradeship that hold the 
United States and Denmark together in our common search for 
a free and a peaceful world. This has been a long road, this 
struggle for peace and freedom, but let us continue to travel it 
as we have in the past, together. Thank you. (Applause.) 


Apvjurant Lyncu: The Fifth Regular Toast of the evening. 
“The Commonwealth of Massachusetts.” 


“One of the thirteen original, cradle of the most pre- 
cious American liberties, from Plymouth to Faneuil Hall 
and forward, the pages of American history tell her story.”

(General response: “The Commonwealth of Massachusetts!’’) 


Captain Kincston: To respond to this toast, we are indeed 
happy to have with us, and extremely fortunate to have with us, 
a Comrade of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, 
the Governor of the Commonwealth, who has taken time out 
from affairs of State and other business to come with us to pay 
his respects to the Kingdom of Denmark. And I give you now 
His Excellency, John A. Volpe, Governor of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, and, notwithstanding the events of November 
6, the continuing Governor of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. (Applause.) 
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GovERNoR JOHN A. VoLpE: Thank you very much, Captain 
Commanding. 


Your Royal Highness, Mr. Ambassador, Reverend Clergy, 
Mr. Minister, General Jacobsen, Deputy City Council President, 
my dear friend, Oliver Sandberg, our Deputy Mayor of Boston, 
other distinguished guests, and my Comrades of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company:

been indicated, runs for more than one thousand years in one 
continuous line of Kings. 


And so, I am delighted, as the Governor of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, and on behalf of its over five million 
citizens, to respond to the toast to the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts and to tell His Royal Highness how deeply pleased we 
are to be in the Kingdom of Denmark, and to all of the Brothers 
of Defense who have been so kind and so generous in their 
hospitality to us. 


Certainly, I deeply appreciate the fact that the Kingdom 
here is one of the only countries in the world that celebrates 
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the Fourth of July, apparently just as loudly as we do. And, last 
year I had the good fortune to send a letter to the celebration 
here in Denmark commemorating the fiftieth celebration of this 
very wonderful event, the Declaration of Independence in our 
great country. 


And so, I am delighted to be here with our wonderful Com- 
pany. They have certainly done an outstanding job this year in 
representing the United States as ambassadors of good will, and 
I again express my appreciation to this wonderful Kingdom for 
its great hospitality. It has been our pleasure to be your guests. 
Thank you very much. (Applause.)

And besides that, the visit of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company gives us the opportunity to 
recall in a glimpse various points of American history. 


I am sorry to say that my knowledge of American history 
is not so good. I must apologize for it. But I know that Boston 
played an important role in the history of the American liberty 
war in the 1770's.

The ideas which are represented in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence are also the ideas of Denmark and Copenhagen. And 
when you express, as you have done, your good wishes for our 
city, I want to say that I can’t but identify you with those who, 
200 years ago, fought for the liberty—and may I add that this 
fighting spirit is still characteristic for you from Massachusetts 
for the citizens of Boston and is still influencing the whole Ameri- 
can people.

Captain KincstTon: To respond to the toast to the Honour- 
able Artillery Company of London, I am proud and pleased to 
have with us this evening my good friend and the friend of every 
Comrade in our Company, Major L. S. W. Cranfield. Major 
Cranfield. (Applause.) 
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Major L. S. W. Cranrietp: Major Kingston, Your Royal 
Highness, Your Excellencies, gentlemen: 


It is a great pleasure for the members of the Honorable 
Artillery Company to attend your Fall Field Tour banquet, 
particularly, if I may say so, with respect to Your Royal High- 
ness, in the presence of a member of the Danish Royal House. 
His Majesty the King is the Colonel-in-Chief of the Bath, one 
of the oldest British Infantry Regiments. They were formed 
over 300 years ago from the trained band of the City of London 
which, in turn, were officered by the Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany. 


Two hundred fifty years ago, Prince George of Denmark, 
the Consort of Queen Anne of England, was Captain General 
of the Honorable Artillery Company. The later Princess Alex- 
andra of Denmark married the Prince of Wales, the Captain 
General of the Honorable Artillery Company. He became King 
Edward VII and took the closest interest in our regiment. It 
was a mark of his special favor that we have the unique privi- 
lege in the British Army of wearing, with our long service medal, 
a special ribbon designed from his racing colors. 


Only a year or two ago, we entertained Prince George of 
Denmark at our annual St. George’s Day Banquet, and he made 
a brilliant speech proposing the toast of England. You will real- 


ize, therefore, that it is a particularly happy occasion for us to 
come here to Copenhagen. 


; You won't expect me to follow the Mayor of Copenhagen 
in addressing you about Bunker Hill and the Boston Tea Party. 


(Laughter.) 


All our thoughts at Armory House in London today are 
looking forward to next June, when you have invited us to 
attend your Three Hundred and Twenty-fifth Election Parade. 


(Applause.) The invitation was received with enthusiasm and 
accepted with alacrity. (Applause.) 
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The delegation which we are going to send will have as its 
nucleus a detachment from our two competent units in the 
British Royal Army, the equivalent of your National Guard, 
and these young serving soldiers, age perhaps between 18 and 
30, will come to Boston as part of their military training. (Laugh- 
ter.) That is what we are telling the British War Office. (Renewed 
laughter and applause.) 


I think, however, that one or two of the gray haired and 
baldheaded old gentlemen whom you are accustomed to see and 
who are here this evening will, in one way or another, manage 
to get in on the party. 


I would, however, emphasize, and seriously, that our pri- 
mary purpose in sending the delegation is to show you that 
Armory House stands for efficient volunteer soldiers. Just as you 
support the Massachusetts Military Academy, so the function of 
the Honorable Artillery Company is to give a lead to the British 
Reserve Army. 


I think it is particularly appropriate that among the mem- 
bers of the Honorable Artillery Company who are your guests 
this evening, is Lieutenant Colonel Grenville Spatt, who com- 
mands our Infantry Battalion. He is the first Commanding Officer 
in the Honorable Artillery Company for over 50 years and 
perhaps longer, not to have had service in war. He may not be 
the youngest Commanding Officer in the British Army, but he 
does command the oldest competent infantry in it, not only in 
the British Army, but in the whole world. (Applause.) It is a 
position of great honor in the British Territorial Army and the 
veteran company has the entire confidence that he will fulfill 
it with the greatest distinction. 


Before I left London, the Court of Assistance of the Hon- 
orable Artillery Company passed a resolution which will be 
inscribed in our minutes which, as you know, go back 400 years. 
And I have been charged to communicate it to you. It reads 
as follows: 
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“The Court of Assistance of the Honorable Artillery 
Company take the opportunity of the presence of the Treas- 
urer and other members of the Company at the Three Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Annual Fall Field Day Banquet in 
Copenhagen to extend a warm welcome to the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts on their 
visit to Europe, and wishes their Captain, Major Allan Roy 
Kingston, and all members taking part a successful and 
happy tour of duty.”

I, on behalf of those who have come here, can but cooperate 
that and double it for you.

with me our deepest respect, love and admiration for a masterful 
royal host, the Honorable Sir Oliver Sandberg. (Applause and 
cheers.) 


Sir OLiver SANDBERG: Your Royal Highness, Your Excel- 
lency, gentlemen and Comrades: 


First of all, thank you for the toast for the Danish Defense 
Forces. We appreciate it very much. 


Many of you members have asked me in these three or four 
days, “What is the Danish Defense Force?” I will try to give you 
a little short description of the members and what they stand 
for, and I shall try to do it in your own language. 


In Denmark, there are, in all, about 42,000 members of the 
Danish Defense Force, divided into 130 societies, and it is my 
privilege to be president of all these societies in Denmark. Also, 
after the war in Holstein and Sleswig, in 1864, we have had 
branches in the United States, as many young Danish men from 
the southern part of Jutland had been Danish soldiers, emi- 
grated to the United States and founded the society named the 
Danish Foreign Association. This Association is celebrating the 
Rebild festival every year in Denmark. The two organizations 
are thus a sort of brother organization. 


And members of the original societies were men who had 
participated in the war in Sleswig in 1828, 1839, 1850 and, since 
then, 1864. These societies would only admit men who had par- 
ticipated in the war. 


The purpose paragraph of its activities reads: 


“To strengthen and preserve the people’s will to defend 
Denmark.” 


A paragraph of that kind will never die and must not die. 


Therefore, the old societies were merged into the Danish 
Defense Force whose purpose is and forever will be to strengthen 
and preserve the people’s will to defend Denmark. (Applause.)

THe ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY : 


All our societies throughout the country act in conformity 
with this article. The difference in ways and means to be used 
in furthering the purposes of the Association and have been a 
part of this condition right from the start in 1848 until today 
have been factors of great influence. The chivalry of old times 
is today replaced by a frightful war machinery, which circum- 
stance, in my opinion, makes an even greater demand on such 
a society as ours to strengthen the Danish people’s will to defend 
their country. 


What are we doing to accomplish this end? First of all, we 
endeavor to increase the number of members. It is a condition 
for obtaining admission that the person must have first been a 
soldier either within the Army, the Navy, the Air Force, in one 
of these corps, or in the Coast Gaurd. We do our best by indoc- 
trination at meetings and lectures, for instance, to make them 
bring out to other people our belief in the work for defense. 
Curiously enough, as soon as the war situation looks dangerous, 
we experience an increase in the number of members. This was 
the case during the Korean War, during the uprising in Hungary, 
but during apparently peaceful times, membership drops again. 


I mention to you that this year we are having serious talks, 
partly about NATO and partly concerning the national spirit. 
These talks are very well attended and have received due recog- 


nition in all circles following national defense as well as in 
the NATO areas. 


Naturally, we have festivities and social gatherings to do. 
For instance, every Wednesday evening, all the year round, about 
300 members come to our building, where you were Saturday 
for lunch, for shooting exercise and card playing, and now we 
have got a new American game, bowling. 


I have now given you a short outline of the purpose of our 
Association and I hope that you will better be able to understand 


how pleased we are at having your Ancient and Honorable Com- 
pany as our guests this year. 
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I can inform you that when the former American Army 
Attache, Colonel Peter Ward, first mentioned the possibility of 
your visit, I submitted the matter to the committee, which was 
at once very enthusiastic about the prospect. What presented 
some difficuly was the question of economy, as we actually would 
have preferred to invite you. But that was beyond our means. 
However, we soon realized that the greater part of the expenses 
were going to be borne by yourselves, anyway. 

I hope that this visit has shown you how many friends of 
the United States there are in Denmark. (Applause.) A visit by 
the world’s greatest NATO nation to one of the world’s smallest 
NATO nations seems to me to be proof of solidarity which holds 
out good promise for the time to come. During your visit we 
have had a wonderful chance to get acquainted with new friends, 
members of one of the world’s oldest volunteer corps, and we 
are proud that the Danish Defense Force, the oldest national 
volunteer association of soldiers in Denmark had the honor to 
be the hosts for the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts. (Applause.) 

Our best wishes for your Company in maintaining its qual- 
ity and steady progress, and I now request all Danes at this 
banquet to join me in three cheers to the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company, addressed to the Commander of the 
Company for this trip, Major Roy Kingston, and his staff. The 
Danish people greet you. 


(The Company was thereupon given three cheers by the 
Danish people present.) 

Sir Ouiver SANpBerc: And, gentlemen, to conclude, we are 
proud to have you here in Copenhagen as, as we call it, our 
guests, but we are now your guests. We have had now so many 
good times with you and you have given us all that you can 
give us. You have given us your friendship and you have given 
us your kindness. 


And we have one little gift back to give you, and I hope that 
this little memory from Denmark, from Copenhagen, a special 
Danish thing, will get a little place in your officers’ mess In your 
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headquarters at Faneuil Hall in Boston. It is a special Danish 
silver thing and I hope that you will like it. (Applause.) 


To you all, I will say thank you for a wonderful day, and 
thank you for a wonderful time together here in our old town 
of Copenhagen. Thank you. (Applause.) 


Captain Kincston: I am quite overwhelmed, not only at 
the generosity of these Brothers of Defense, but for this token 
of their affection for us. You may rest assured, gentlemen, that 
this beautiful urn, this silver vessel, so beautifully wrought by 
Danish artisans, will be given to our Museum and Library Com- 
mittee with instructions to place it in the officers’ quarters of 
our Company with a card showing its origin and that we received 
it on this day and on this occasion. Oliver, from the bottom 
of my heart I thank you. (Applause.) 


I purposely left out one member of the head table to intro- 
duce, knowing that you would want to recognize him for a job 
well done, my Adjutant, Captain James A. Lynch, Jr. (Applause.) 


Gentlemen, after the Benediction, you may retire to the 
Reception Hall where coffee and liqueurs will be served. 


I will now call upon the Reverend Father Laurence M. 
Brock, S.J., for our Benediction. 


Rev. FatHer Laurence M. Brock: In the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 


Almighty and Eternal God, pour down Thy blessings upon 
us gathered here this evening, commemorating the Three Hun- 
dred Twenty-fifth Annual Fall Field Day Tour of Duty.

Colonel Carty was born in Boston. He was the oldest of 
nine children of Stephen H. and Ellen Carty. His mother, five 
brothers and three sisters survive him. He married Agnes W. 
Gutermuth in 1937 and is survived by his widow and two sons, 
Thomas. J. Jr. (born in 1941) and James Herbert (born in 1944). 


Colonel Carty graduated from Boston High School of Com- 
merce and Bentley College of Accounting and Finance. He spent 
his entire business career in the transportation industry and 
earned a national reputation for his achievements. He was the 
dynamic driving force which developed and sustained Stone’s 
Express, Boston; Retail Stores Delivery, Boston; Stone’s Express 
of New Jersey; and Paco, Inc., of New York City, a nation-wide 
operation in the transportation field. 
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Colonel Carty found time in his busy schedule for many 
civic activities including service as a member of the Park Com- 
mission of the City of Boston and the Citizens Committee on 
Traffic. He also assumed the Presidency of the Woodland Coun- 
try Club and was largely responsible for the preeminent position 
the Club held at the termination of his service as President. 


Colonel Carty led the Company on its first Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty in Europe. The Company conducted its services 
at Armoury House as guests of the Honourable Artillery Com- 
pany of London. The Company then visited Paris for a few days 
before returning to Boston for completion of the first Tour of 
Duty by aircraft. Colonel Carty continued his active interest in 
the Company by serving as a member of the Finance Committee 
from June 1958 until the time of his death.

AND LIBRARY COMMITTEE 


June 10, 1963 


In accordance with Section 6, Article IX, Rules and Regu- 
lations, Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, the follow. 
ing Annual Report of the Military Museum and Library Com- 
mittee is submitted: 


f The policy of laminating exhibit labels has been a continu- 
Ing one. An inventory of 12 special size cathode tubes is on hand 
for immediate replacement purposes so as to prevent a delay in 
keeping our major Armory paintings properly illuminated. We 
purchased at auction, with a very modest cost to the Company, 
eight banks of sectional bookcases to house the collection of 
military books received from the Estate of Colonel Willis W. 
Stover. The surplus benches, stored in the Library for many 
years, have been removed to make way for the expansion of the 
Library. We received from the Department of the Army, one 
of each of 11 Decorations and 16 Service Medals. These are 
currently in our Company safe awaiting this Committee’s plans 
to properly display the same. There were approximately 40,000 
visitors to our Museum during the past year.

How good it is to see good and great men of good and great nations 
gathered here together. 


It has been 25 years since our parent organization, the Honourable Artil- 
lery Company of London, has officially visited us. We extend our welcome 
to Col. Robin D, Hunter, his officers and his men. 


To be historically accurate, it must be noted especially here in Boston, 
and especially in the Old South Church and along these streets, this was 
the original rallying point for the patriots of eastern Massachusetts, and we 


might say that the British were not always received with such joy and measure 
to our shores as they are now. 


d It must be said that times have changed and since we have stopped argu- 
ing about tea that we have had a very cordial relationship. 


Last October, on a memorable fall field day tour of duty, we were royally 
entertained in the Kingdom of Denmark. 


We feel now honored that Prince Knud and Princess Caroline Mathilda 
are honoring us with their presence here in Boston. My personal gratefulness 
is extended this royal couple for their visit to my church in Quincy yester- 
day. I only hope it has enhanced my position as a Protestant Chaplain of 
the Lutheran faith in a company predominantly Roman Catholic, but, we 
have never had any problems in this regard in the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts, and long before the days of good Pope 
John.
